First Draft a Success. 

General Crowder finds that the first 
draft surpassed the highest expecta- 
tion of friends of the selective service 
idea. He pays high tribute, not only 
to the thousands of civilians who gave 
ungrudging service to making the 
plan a success, but also to the high 
patriotism of the American people as 
a whole. 

“At the president's call,” he says, 
“all ranks of the nation, reluctanly en- 
tering the war, nevertheless instantly 
responded to the first'call of the nation 
with a vigorous and unselfish co-opera- 
tion that submerged all individual in- 
terest in a single endeavor toward the 
consummation of the national task. I 
take it that no great national project 
was ever attemptgd with so complete 
a reliance upon the voluntary co-opera- 
tion of citizens for its execution. Cer- 
tainly no such burdensome and sacri- 
ficial statute had ever before been ex- 
ecuted without a great hierarchy of 
officiais. 

“This law has been administered by 
civilians whose official relations lie only 
in necessary powers with which they 
are vested by the president’s designa- 
tion of them to perform the duties that 
are laid upon them. They have accom- 
plished the task. They have made 
some mistakes. The system offers 
room for improvement.” 

“But the great things they were 
called upon to,.do they have done. The 
vaunted efficiency of absolutism of 
which the German empire stands as the

At the close of a four-hour 
ing held Thursday afternoon 
chamber of commerce at the instance 
of State Fuel Administrator L. G. 
Hardman, when every phase of At- 
lanta’s acute coal shortage was dis- 
cussed from every possible angle, with

The suggestion of Mr. Allen was put 
in the yhape of a resolution, and it 
was left with the coal dealers and 
Henry B. Kennedy, city fuel adminis- 
trator, to devise an affidavit or cer- 
tificate, which must filled out by 
consumers before they are given coal 
ecards. No form was settled upon at 
the meeting Thursday afternoon, but 
it is believed that Atlanta’s coal card

M. Trotzky’s declaration was made 
pefore the central committee of the 
council of soldiers’ and workmen's del- 
egates, during an address in which he 
denounced in scathing terms “Germa- 
ny’s hypocritical peace proposal.” As- 
serting that the government of Russian 
workers would not consent to such con- 
ditions, he said that if the central pow- 
ers did not agree to free disposal of the 
destiny of the Polish and Lettish na- 
tions it would be urgently necessary to 
defend the Russian revolution. He said 
the needs of the front would be satis- 
fied, whatever efforts might be neces- 
sary. 

' Representatives from all the fronts 
who attended the meeting declared the 
troops would defend the revolution, but 
said bread and boots were necessary. 

. Resolution Adopted. 

Fhe resolution adopted after M. 
Trotsky had delivered his address fol- 
lows; 

“This assembly confirms the fact 
that the program proclaimed by the 
representatives of the quadruple alli- 
ance at Brest-Litovsk recognizes in 
principle the conclusion of a peace 
without annexations or indemnities. 
This recognition establishes the basis 
for further pourparlers with the view 
of a general democratic peace.

Discussion developed the fact that 
there was imminent danger of a num- 
ber of plants closing down on account 
of coal shortage, thus throwing hun- 
dreds of men out of work, which wouid 
greatly aggravate the present condi- 
tions and increase the suffering in the 
city. 

B. L. Bugg, general manager of the 
Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic rail- 
road, stated that his line between At- 
lanta and the Birmingham coal district 
is not congested and he has sufficient 
number of coal cars on hand to place 
100 for loading, if local dealers can 
make arrangements to have their or- 
ders filled at the Alabama mines. Deal- 
ers statéd, however, that the mines in 
the Birmingham district were unable to 
book any more orders at the present 
time. 

As an instance of the increased use 
of coal in Atlanta this year, which the 
government had not taken into consid- 
eration, Preston S&. Arkwright. president 
of the Georgia Railway and Power 
company, stated that nearly 45,000 more 
tons of coal had been used this vear 
for generating power and making gas 
than had been used in 1916. In addi- 
tion, he called attention to the fact 
that in former years his company had 
been able to help the fuel situation 
some extent by selling coke, but this 
year, on aceount of the scarcity of get- 
ting coal, they used all the coke 
Sas plants produced. 

Railroads Need Coal. 

DD. W. Waitts, of the traffic depart- 
ment of the Southern raiiway, said that 
it Was not altogether a question of the 
railroads. “The railroaas are just as 
hard pushed for coal as anyone, in spite 
of the priority order,” said Mr. Waitts,

New York, January 3.—With the tem- 
perature hovering around zero for the 
Sixth successive day, New York was 
confronted tonight with a fuel shortage 
that took on added menace every hour 
as the waters surrounding The city be- 
came coated more deeply with ice. 

Dozens of coal laden barges are ice- 
bound on their way from New Jersey 
terminals with many thousands of tons 
of fuel. Fuel administrators and trans- 
portation officials made determined ef- 
forts to assemble a fleet of powerful 
tugs for ice breakers and Mayor Hylan 
also ordergd fire and police boats used 
for this purpose.

Washington, January 3.—Recommen- 
dation of the American war mission 
that troops he sent to France as rapid- 
ly as possible will not result in any 
change in the general plan of training 
the soldiers in the United States.

Efforts to speed up the ordnance bu- 
reau’s work were reflected in Secre- 
tary Baker's announcement of the re- 
organization of the bureau with ex- 
perienced business men at the head of 
the several divisions which will have 
charge of the general work. 

Reorganization of the quartermas- 
ter’s department under Major General 
Goethals, acting Quartermaster gener- 
al, along the line obtaining some years 
ago when there was a commissary gen- 
eral and a paymaster general, also has 
been suggested. General Goethals is 
said to favor this plan and in this con- 
nection it is understood that Major 
General James A. Aleshire, the former 
paymaster general, and his assistant, 
Major General ©.

If there is anything in this world that is 
trne it is that the kaiser has a trap set for 
the Bolsheviki, enticingly baited with peace 
promises; and from all indications the Bok 
sheviki leaders are scenting the bait and be- 
ginning to suspect its purpose. 

An encouraging sign of the day is that | 
the Russo-German peace negotiations have 
encountered a snag. The Bolsheviki cap | 
tains, chary of the kaliser’s platitudes and 
growing resentful of the Teutonic boldness 
expressed in the German statement of 
peace terms, are said t last to have awak- 
ened to the fact peer & Russian Bolsheviki 
centers are literally honeycombed with Ger- | 
man propaganda, espionage and intrigue, | 
bent upon a lop-sided peace to Germaly’s 
advantage. 

The light evidently is beginning to dawn 
upon them; they are beginning to see that 
they are being tricked into a peace pact that 
will leave them in worse condition and with | 
fewer rights than they enjoyed under the 
Nicholas regime.

that further conferences be held in a neutral , 
country.

only after Prussianism is conquered; and |

If Russia again stiffens—if the 
viki, aware of the trap into which Germany 
‘vould lead them, actually resumes warfare 
on the eastern front—there is every reason 
‘or believing that such a decision would 
uiark the beginning of the end of the war.

Their rulers, hopeless of ultimate victory, 
want peace, and their people are clamorous 
ror ‘it. 

There is every indication that the Ger- 
man war lords are determined that peace 
shall be promulgated before an effective 
American army confronts theirs on the bat- 
tle-lines, and that the underlying purpose of 
their frequently recurring “feelers” and 
peace proposals is to enable them to strike 
the best possible bargain before their cause 
is hopelessly lost.

“The Holmes institute has closed one of 
the most successful year’s work in the his- 
tory of the school. The enrollment for 191% 
was more than 375 students in all the depart- 
ments. Eighty-seven students could not be 


admitted on account of inadequate room. Two |; 


hundred and thirty-seven could not attend 
the public schools on account of the inabili- 
ty of their parents to purchase the necessary 
clothing, books and shoes. One hundred and 
ninety-five were assisted in buying books, 
fifty given books free and forty-nine were 
boarded in the institute free.” 

The students tn each course were as fol- 
lows: Dressmaking department, 103; expert 
housekeeping, 110: cooking, 136; printng, 38; 
tailoring, 19. Forty-five women who cook 
for white people attended the free cooking 
a8chool established for the colored women of 
Atlanta. Many worthy students were turned 
away who made application to learn a useful 
trade. One hundred and fifty lectures were 
delivered ih 1917 by President Holmes in the 
interest of the school and the advancement of 
the colored people. People attended the lec- 
tures to the number of 103,000, 

Other statistics include: Peopie assisted, 
55: students assisted, 303: ex-slaves, 39; dis- 
tressed, 5; leetures delivered to the students, 
39: sermons, 31: people donated to the insti-

BOW LEGS. ; 
Bowing of the legs is most commonly due 
to rickets, which disease is most commenly 
due to the use of many substitute foods— 
“infant foods’—which come in cans ready to 
serve, and this unfortunate custom of cheat- 
ing babies is most»commonly due to igno« 
rance of nitrition and the physiology of 
growth. : : 

A popular belief, that a baby is Hkely 
to develop bow legs if allowed to bear the 
weight upon the legs too early is wholly 
without foundation. Rickety infants noto- 
riously object t6 learn to walk under the 
age of thirteen to sixteen months, yet they 
are most frequently bow-legged. It is al- 
ways right to allow a healthy baby to make 
an effort to walk as early as he may be in- 
clined to do so, and never right to try to 
encourage or teach walking under the age of 
twelve months. oy 

Bowing may be chiefly in the femur or 
thigh bone, or in the lower leg, or some- 
times an outward angulation at the knee 
joint. 

Usually the chief bending is in the tibia 
and fibula of the leg. When this is only 
moderate, the application of a brace by an 
orthopedic surgeon will overcome the de 
formity. This brace is so arranged that the 
bent bones are gradually brought into & 
straight line, by means of constant mild pres- 
Sure under a wide, perfectly fitted band. 
Such braces seem to be most effective in the 
second and third years of life. $t is a well 
known fact, however, that moderate bowing 
of the legs spontaneously disappears in a 
few years without treatment in most cases. 

When the bowing is in the femur, it may 
be necessary to fracture the bone and reset 
it in overcorrected position in a plaster cast. 
This is best done between the ages of three 
and five years. . 

When the bowing is an angulation at the 
joint, a plastic operation is required, for in- 
stance the removal of a wedge-shaped sec- 
tion of bone very near the joint. 

In older persons—that is, over ten years 
of age—a similar operation is usually better 
than attempts to fracture and overcorrect 
the deformity. Under modern aseptic prin- 
ciples the operation is quite safe and uni< 
formly satisfactory. 

In any case of bow legs in a child careful 
attention to general nutrition and physical 
development should be sought through the 
counsel of the family physician, and his 
judgment is needed in deciding upon any 
surgical treatment. 

Sometimes the bowing is in the leg and 
forward, but the mode of treatment would 
be the same.

Washington, January 3$-—Food Ad- 
ministrator Hoover and Senator Reed 
had their long-expected clash in public 
|today at the hearing before the sen- 
ate committee investigating the sugar 
and coal shortages. Reed, one of 
|Hoover’s critics, questioned the food 
|administrator sharply, and Hoover re- 


plied with equal spirit. The verbal 
| duel ranged from sugar to wheat. 

Senator Reed charged Mr. Hoover 
| hanc “usurpation of authority” in 


handling the wheat situation, “that 
would be a crime in normal times.” 
Hoover warmly denied it and said the 
situation had been handled with the 
approval of President Wilson. 

“Yes, of course,” retorted Reed, 
president's coattails are long, 
shoulders broad and his position un- 
questioned, but I'm questioning you on 
the authority you employed to fix 
wheat prices.” 

Reed began questioning on wheat, he 
said, to bring out a point affecting 
sugar. Hoover said the food admin- 
istration had asked grain dealers not 
to pay more for wheat than he price 
fixed by congress. Reed tried to bring 
out that the price question was so put 
to the dealers as to really make the 
transaction price-fixing, but Hoover 
maintained he only attempted to stabil- 
ize prices and 
administration had done anything not 
authorized in the food law. 

“I take it that with the country at 
war the people wanted results,” said 
Hoover. “It is not fair to go into 
wheat conditions unless all phases are 
discussed and that would take a week. 
One thing Is certain, the farmers now 
are getting more for their wheat and 
flour is selling for less.” 

Hoover would not acquiesce in 
Reed’s statement that some force was 
necessary to get and maintain so-called 
voluntary agreements on sugar prices.
